Safer World for Infants 


V _ 


As compared with the statistics of some other countries, the 


number of infant deaths in the United States is shockingly 
high. It is therefore encouraging now and then to look back 
oyer our past to see that there has been some progress. 


The District of Columbia has just anounced its figures for 


the year ending June 30, 1924,-and is greatly pleased with 


. them. In the year just closed, 108 babies of the 109 born died 
from intestinal troubles. In 1900 with only 4,641-babies born, 


1 the District lost 307 from the same cause. 


In 1899 the infant mortality in the District was 290 per 


. 1000 births. Last year it was 80 per 1000. That is a very great 
reduction unquestionably due in large part to educational 
health work for young mothers, to clinics for pre-natal care 


' and to better sanitation and higher living standards. If the in- 
fant mortality rate in one locality was reduced about 72 per 
cent in the past 24 years, and if the same progress an deduca- 
tion continue, what a good showing should be made in the next 
quarter ce'ntury! 


Such progress is not confined to the District of Columbia. 


The whole United States is paying more attention to the health 
and safety of its babies than it did 25 years ago. Perhaps we 
shall not always lag behind some of our European neighbors 


• in this important matter.
